L o n d o n , Feb. 23.—The war office re­ 
ceived from Lord Roberts the following 
message, which was delayed in trans­ 
mission, dated Paardeberg, Wednesday, 
Feb. 21: 
“Yesterday afternoon I was satisfied, 
by a careful reconnoissance in force of 
the enemy’s position, that I could not 
assault it without very heavy loss, which 
I was most anxious to avoid. 
Accord­ 
ingly, I decided to bombard him with 
artillery and turn my attention to the 
enemy’s reinforcements. The result was 
most satisfactory. 
“The Bi h t s were driven off in nil di­ 
rections, losing a good many killed and 
wounded and about 50 prisoners, who 
say they arrived from Ladysmith two 
days ago by railro ad. They also say it 
was our artillery tire which caused them 
to abandon the kopje they wert* occupy­ 
ing. Our loss was two officers, Captain 
Campbell, of the Ninth Lancers, and 
lieutenant Houston, of the artillery, 
and four men, all slightly wounded.”

One of tilt* costliest actious of the war 
occurred at Baar leberg drift, Sunday, 
Feb. 18. General K elly Kenny, in. his 
pursuit of General Cronje, caught his 
rear guard at Klip drift and followed the 
Burghers to the ii hts bulger at Koodoos 
rand. The drift ai tion began at day­ 
break, the mounted infantry driving the 
Boer rear guard up the river towards 
the main body, while another body of 
mounted infantry manoeuvered on tile 
right front and flank of the Boers. The 
British main body advanced to outflank 
the Boers’ hinger on the north bank of 
the river. 
General Kelly-Kcnny having 
seized two drifts, found 
the

strongly enclosed and ordered an attack, 
with the Highland brigade on the left 
and General Knox’s brigade on the cen­ 
tre and right, while General Smith-Dor­ 
rien’s brigade crossed the river and ad­ 
vanced along the north bank. 
On both tile north and south hanks the 
ground is level and the advance across 
this was deadly and the British losses 
were heavy. Tile hat tie was an exact 
replica of the Modder river, The sol­ 
dier.^ were under fire all day long, and 
all the fighting had no definite results, 
astite Boers' laager was Avell barricaded 
and they remained therein. The British 
guns shelled the laager vigorously and 
the Boers confessed to a loss of over SOO 
men. 
The terrific shelling was 
resumed 
Monday, when General Cronje asked for 
un armistice.

W a s h i n g t o n , Feb. 23.—The next na­ 
tional Democratic convention will lie 
held at Kansas City, July 4. 
This was 
the decision of the Democratic national 
committee, which met at the Hotel Ra­ 
leigh to fix the time and place of 
holding the convention. Milwaukee was 
the only other city which competed for 
the honor of entertaining the 'inven­ 
tion, and tire pvWa showing sJp. made 
when the vote was taken (the Jesuit be­ 
ing Kansas City, 40: Milwaukee, 9), 
caused general surprise. 
The claims of the rival cities as to ho­ 
tel accommodations, railroad and tele­ 
graphic facilities were presented in open 
session by representatives of each city, 
and subsequently in executive session. 
Governor W. J. Stone, on behalf of 
Kansas City, and National Committee­ 
man E. C. Wall, un behalf of Milwau­ 
kee, explained the financial inducements 
which the city he represented was will­ 
ing to make. 
Each offered the commit­ 
tee $50,(100. but, in addition, Kansas 
City was willing to furnish hotel accom­ 
modation .s for tile members of the com­ 
mittee and the hall with decorations and 
music free of expense to the committee. 
One of Milwaukee’s strongest argu­ 
ments was tile political effect which the 
holding of the convention in that city 
would have upon the German-American 
voters, who were represented to the 
committee as wavering iii their allegi­ 
ance to the Republican party. It seemed 
to be taken for granted by at least two 
speakers that Bryan would Imi nomi­ 
nated, and that the Chicago platform, 
in substance, would bi* reaffirmed. Op­ 
position to tmsts, expansion and im­ 
perialism, together with every mention 
of Bryan and the Chicago platform, 
aroused enthusiasm, but 
during the 
open session of the committee there was 
no allusion to the issue of free silver. 
Three dates for holding the conven­ 
tion were proposed, May 9, by Mr.

General Buller, according to a dis­ 
patch from Oilier eley, dated W ednes­ 
day, finds the Boors in positions north ol‘ 
the Tugela largely reinforced.

The total is 11,208 to 
Feb 12. 
This does not include, there­ 
fore, Lord It«»l*erts’ recent losses nor the 
Wiltshire prisoners. 
The Pres?* association learns that the 
British losses at Koodoos’ rand were 700. 
London, Feb. 23.—The war office re­ 
ceived from Lord Roljcrts the following 
message, which was delayed in trans­ 
mission, dated Paardeberg, W ednesday, 
Feb. 21: 
“ Yesterday afternoon I was satisfied, 
by a careful recoilnoissanoe in force of 
the enemy's position, that I could not 
assault it without very heavy loss,which 
I was most anxious to avoid. 
Accord­ 
ingly, I decided to bombard him with 
artillery and turn my attention to the 
enemy’s reinforcements. The result was 
most satisfactory. 
“The Boers were driven off in all di­ 
rections, losing a good many killed and 
wounded and about 50 prisoners, who 
■ay they arrived from Ladysmith two 
days ago by railroad. 
They also say it 
was our artillery tire which caused them 
to abandon the kopje they were occupy­ 
ing. 
Our loss was tw o officers, Captain 
Campliell, of the N inth Lancers, and 
lieutenant Houston, of the artillery, 
and four men, all slightly wounded.”

Cronje, under difficult conditions, mau- 
agud to hold his own.

In tlu* meantime the rest of the in* 
hiutry completed the enveloping move­ 
ment, the Welsh regim ent having suc­ 
ceeded in seizing the drift, thus closing 
in the Biers, who had fought through- 
,ut with splendid courage. 
General 
Cronje s laager, full of carts, am m uni­ 
tion and stores, could be* plainly seen 
near the north bank. 
General 
Smith-Dornen collected a 
large Ik sly of men, including the Cana­ 
dians, and crossed the river by Paarde- 
berg drift, advancing toward the laager, 
which was being vigorously fhelled. 
This force made u gallant atte apt to 
charge into laager, but failed. 
Before 
seizing the western drifts the Boers oc­ 
cupied a kopje ou tin* south bank ru n ­ 
ning down the river.
